Texarkana, Ark., March 24.—A race 
war is on in Little River county, and 
during 


at the hands of an infuriated white 
population. Seven are known. to have 
been lynched, shot to death or slain in 
some manner, and the work is not yet 
done. The bodies of the victims of the 
mob’s vengeance are hanging to the 
limbs of trees in various parts of the 
county, strung up wherever overtaken, 
while that of another who was shot to 
death while trying to escape was 
thrown into a creek and left there. The 
country is in a state of most intense ex- 
citement. White men are collecting in 
mobs, heavily armed and determined; 
negroes are fleeing for their lives, and 
the community in an uproar. The ex- 
act number of negroes who have been 
summarily dealt with or those who may 
yet fall into the hands of the mob be- 
fore order is restored may never be 
known. Seven bodies have been found 
and other victims are being hunted and 
will meet a similar fate when run to 


earth. The known dead to date are:

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Little River county is in the extreme ' 


southwest corner of the state, bordered 
on the west by the Indian territory and 
on the south by Texas. The negro pop- 
ulation is large and has for a long time 
proved very troublesome to the whites. 
requent murders have occurred and 
thefts and fights have become common 
affairs. One or two. negroes have pre- 
viously been severely dealt with when 
the people found it necessary to take 
the law into their own hands, but it 
was not until Tuesday that the trouble 
took on a very serious aspect. It then 
developed that carefully-laid plans had 
been made by a number of negroes tc 
precipitate a race war and that many 
white men had been marked for vic- 
tims. It is learned that 23 negroes were 
implicated in this plot, and the whites 
are now bent on meting out summary 
punishment to the entire coterie of con- 
spirators. Seven have been Killed and 
the work of wiping out the entire list 
continues without relaxation of deter- 
mination. 
Are Marked Men. 

All implicated in the plot are known, 
and small parties of white men, vary- 
ing in number from 25 to,50, are scour- 
ing the country for them. Wherever 
one is found he is quickly strung up, 
his body perforated with leaden mis- 
siles to make sure of their work, and 
the mob hastens on in quest of its next 
victim. Some of them were found near 
Richmond, and the work of dispatch- 
ing the first two or three was an easy 
matter. But the news soon spread 
among the negroes, who, instead of 
making the resistance and offering the 
battle that they had threatened, þe- 
came panic-stricken and began getting | 
out of the community as quickly as.

WORK OF CONGRESS. 


Some Interesting Statistics Showing 
What the Labors of Our States- 
men Produced. 


Washington, March 24.—Mr. B. S. 
Platt, enrolling clerk of the senate, 
has prepared a statement giving in fig- 
ures the results of the sa of the last 
congress. The statement shows that 
1,457 bills and joint resolutions became 
laws out of a total of 18,463 introduced 
in both houses. Of the measures intro- 
duced 12,608 were presented in the 
house and 5,855 in the senate. Of those 
which became laws 942 originated in 
the house and 515 in the senate. There 
were Only two direct vetoes during the 
congress, one of these applying to a 
senate bill and the other to a house 
measure. There were in acdition to 
these four pocket vetoes—bills which 
failed to become laws because they 
were not approved by the president. 
The record shows that the senate passed 
1,173 of its own bills and that the house 


acted favorably upon only 517, or fewer 


than half of them, while of the 1,081 
house bills passed by the house the 
senate acted favorably upon 946. A 
larger number of bills were introduced 
than in any previous congress.

Little River county is in the extreme 
southwest corner of the state, bordered 
on the west by the Indian territory and 
on the south by Texas.

affairs. One or two. negroes have pre- 
viously been severely dealt with when 
the people found it necessary to take 
the law into their own hands, but it 
was not until Tuesday that the trouble 
took on a very serious aspect. It then 
developed that carefully-laid plans had 
been made by a number of negroes tc 
precipitate a race war and that many 
white men had been marked for vic- 
tims. It is learned that 23 negroes were 
implicated in this plot, and the whites 
are now bent on meting out summary 
punishment to the entire coterie of con- 
spirators.

WORK OF CONGRESS. 


Some Interesting Statistics Showing 
What the Labors of Our States- 
men Produced. 


Washington, March 24.—Mr. B. S 
Platt, enrolling clerk of the senate 
has prepared a. statement giving in fig- 
ures the results of the work of the last 
congress. The statement shows that | 
1,457 bills and joint resolutions became 
laws out of a total of 18,463 introduced 
in both houses. Of the measures intro- 
duced 12,608 were presented in the 
house and 5,855 in the senate. Of those 
which became laws 942 originated in 
the house and 515 in the senate. There 
were only two direct vetoes during the 
congress, one of these applying to a 
senate bill and the other to a house 
measure. There were in acdition to 
these four pocket vetoes—bills which 
failed to become laws because they 
were not approved by the president. 
The record shows that the senate passed 
1,173 of its own bills and that the house 
acted favorably upon only 517, or fewer 
than half of them, while of the 1,081 
house bills passed by the house the 
senate acted favorably upon 946. A 
lan ger number of bills were introduced 
than in any previous congress.

The Republican convention to be held 
this evening promises to he exceedingly 
enthusiastic. The candidates for the 
various offices are good, capable citi- 
zens, and the convention has it in its 
power to nominate the strongest ticket 
in the history of the city. 


The Republican ward nominations 
made last evening are certainly good 
ones, ‘and no Republican can give a 
valid reason why any of the nominees 
should not be elected. Now it behooves 
the Republicans to make equally good 
nominations this evening, and then to 
elect the whole ‘ticket. 


It appears that the statesmen of Eng- 


land are not united on the African pol-.

Both Mills and Harkins Are 
Very Much So - 


For the Nomination for City Clerk 
Tonight—At Last Night’s Caucus- 
es All Contests Seemed to Revolve 
About That Office. 


Last night’s Republican ward cau- 
cuses were the largest in point of at- 
tendance that have been held here in 
many a year. The nominations for the 


ward officers were invariably strong, 
but the greaitest of interest attended the | 


election of the several ward delegations 
to the city convention. All issues 
seemed to revolve around the contest 
for the nomination for city clerk. Since 
Seyler’s withdrawal it became in gen- 
eral Mills vs. Harkins and Harkins vs. 
Mills, although Mr. Clark made a grand 
hustle in the Third ward. Both Mills 
and Harkins had out their friends in 
force, and ‘the result is that both are 
claiming ‘the nomination tonight, when 
the convention will be held, and it 
promises to be one of the most exciting 
gatherings ever held. 

First ward—There were nearly 100 Re- 
publicans out to the caucus and there 
was no contest whatever. The ward 
nominations were made ‘by acclamation, 
and the delegates chosen the same way. 
Upon motion of Ald. Rich'ards the del- 
egation was instructed to vote for Mills 
for clerk, although it is stated that 
there are one or two who will bolt the 
instructions. But the Harkins forces 
will not get them, and they will even- 
tually go to Mills if there are more 
than a couple of ballots. Mir. Mills is 
counting on 20 votes in this ward. 

Second ward—aAlt least 40 men turned 
out to this.caucus and one-fifth of them 
iwere suggested for the nomination for 
supervisor, but the entire eight refused 
and the nomination was left in the 
hands of the ward commititee. The del- 
egates were chosen by acclamaltion, and 
the man who had the loudest and quick- 
est voice got his) man in. 
is that the delegation is mixed, and both 
Mills and Harkins are claiming a ma- 
jority of them, Out of the 21 delegaites 
Mills says that he has 15 and Harkins 
claims 17. Evidently somebody is going 
to be disappointed. 

Third ward—This was the largest cau- 
cus held in the city, there being 128 
present. And it was ithe most exciting 
one, too. Tt was the home of two of the 
candidates for clerk—Harkins and 


Clark. But Mills was out to capture it. 


if possible, and all three candidates had 
slates made out. It was finally agreed 
to vote by the blanket system, and the 
result 'was ‘that the Harkins ticket won 
out by the following vote: Harkins, 49; 
Mills, 40; Clark, 39. The name of Dr. 
Dell appeared on ‘both the Mills and 
Clark tickets, so that he was elected by 
a majority of 30, but the Harkins ticket 
was declared elected. And still Mills 
claims that three or four of the dele- 
galtes will vote for him. 

Fourth ward—Billy Judson took care 
of this ward for Harkins, and ‘those 
present were furnished typewritten bal- 
lots. The result was that the Harkins 
ticket ‘won ‘by a‘ vote of 73 to 48, but 
Mills claims that three or four of his 
friends are on the delegation. 

Fifth ward—This ward seems to be 
the most uncertain of any of the city, 
and it is useless to attempt to make any 
estimate. 

Sixth and Seventh wards—A. J. Kit- 
son claims to have these wards, anid 
they may stick to hilm as long as he 
has any show.

The Marl is Used for Portland Cement 
and Swamp Lands Which Have 
Been Considered Valueless May 

Prove Richer than Best Wheat Land. 


There are vast acres of small lakes, 


swamps and marshes in Washtenaw 


county which have been considered of 
little value, but may turn out to be 
more than the best wheat land. 

Professor I. C. Russell, of the geolo- 
gical department of the University of 
Michigan, has recently made an exam- 
ination of the marl lands in the south- 
ern part of the state, and found re- 
markably favorable conditions. ‘The 
marl, mixed with ordinary clay, is used 
in the manufacture of Portland cement, 
and Michigan will evidently take a 
leading place in thiis industry. The 
marl occurs as a highly calcareous or 
limy mud or ooze in the bottom of lakes 
and in marshes. It usually contains 
Shells and appears light colored ar 
nearly white on drying, but is sometimes 
darkened -by organic matter, The 
Swamp land, where the marl occurs are 
usually considered of little value, butt 
they are really worth more per acre 
than the best of agricultural land, and 
at the present time are in demand.

New Zealand’s Mountain Parrot. 
“It is well known,” says Appleton 
Popular Science Monthly, “that the 
kea, or mountain parrot, of New Zea- 
land, has acquired the habit of attack- 
ing sheep and making holes by means 
of its sharp and powerful beak in the 
backs of these animals for the purpose 
of abstracting the kidney fat, which 
appears to be esteemed as a luxurious 
diet. It is supposed that this peculiar 
habit or instinct was developed by 
the bird getting the fat from the skins 
of sheep that had been slaughtered, but 
this solution is not very satisfactory, 
as there appears nothing to connect 
the fat on the skins of the sheep with 
the live animals. In a note published 
in the Zoologist, Mr. R. F. Godfrey, 
writing from Melbourne, offers the 
folowing solution of the mystery, 
which seemed to him to be simple and 
satisfactory, and more rational than 
the sheep skin theory: ‘In the hilly 
districts of the middle island of New 


‘Zealand there is a great abundance of 


a white moss, or lichen, which exactly 
resembles a lump of white wool, at the 
roots of which are found small white 
fatty substances, supposed by some to 
be seeds of the plant, and by others 
to be a grub or maggot which infests 
it, which is the favorite food of the 
kea. Probably the bird, misled by

The Elying Stas. 

The recently published report of the 
astronomical observatory at the Cape 
of Good Hope contains an account of 
the discovery of a little star of only 
the eighth magnitude, and consequent- 
ly far too faint to be seen with the 
naked eye, which is, nevertheless, the 
swiftest traveler that has yet been 
found among the stellar hosts. Its mo- 
tion in a year amounts to about nine 
seconds of arc. In 200 years it would 
move an apparent distance about equal 
to the diameter of the moon. But its 
real velocity is probably so great that 
it travels hundreds of millions of 
miles every year.

The Earls Poulett, whose family &: 
fairs seem likely before long to occupy 
a good deal of public attention, come 
of a highly distinguished stock. They 
descend from a younger branch of the 
Paulets, Marquises of Winchester, and 
one of the best-known ancestors of the 
late earl was that Sir Amiss Paulett 
(the spelling of the name has suffered 
vicissitudes) who was knighted on the 
field for his valor at the battle of 
Newark when Lambert Cimnel was de- 
feated. This doughty knight likewise 
distinguished himself by committing 
Cardinal Wolsey to the stocks when 
that great churchman was as yet only 
a Somersetshire schoolmaster. The 
first earl was John, fourth Baron Pou-

second ward—aAlt least 40 men turned 
out to this:caucus and one-fifth of them 
iwere suggested for the nomination for 
supervisor, but the entire eight refused 
and the nomination was left in the 
hands of the ward committee. The del- 
egates were chosen by acclamaltion, and 
the man who had the loudest and quick- 


est voice got his man in. ‘The result 


is that the delegation is mixed, and both 
Mills and Harkins are claiming a ma- 
jority of them, Out of the 21 delegates 
Mills says that he has 15 and Harkins 
claims 17. Evidently somebody is going 
to be disappointed. 

Third ward—This was the largest cau- 
cus held in the city, there being 128 
present. And it was tthe most exciting 
one, too. It was the home of two of the 
candidates for clerk—Harkins and 
Clark. But Mills was out to capture it 
if possible, and all three candidates had 
slates made out. It was finally agreed 
to vote by the blanket system, and the 
result ‘was that the Harkins ticket won 
out by the following vote: Harkins, 49; 
Mills, 40; Clark, 39. The name of Dr. 
Dell appeared on ‘both the Mills and 
Clark tickets, so that he was. elected by 
a majority of 30, but the Harkilns ticket 
was declared elected. And still Mills 
claims that. three or four of the dele- 
gates will vote for hiim. 

Fourth ward—Billy Judson took care 
of this ward for Harkins, and ‘those 
present were furnished typewritten bal- 
lots. ‘The result was that the Harkins 
ticket ‘won ‘by af vote of 73 to 48, but 
Mills claims that three or four of his 
friends are on the delegation. 

Fifth ward—This ward seems to be 
the most uncertain of any of the city, 
and it is useless to attempt to make any 
estimate. 

Sixth and Seventh wards—A. J. Kit- 
son claims to have these wards, and 
they may stick to hilm as long as he 
has any show. If at any time there is 
no show for him. jit is impossible to tell 
where the votes will go.

It is supposed that this peculiar 
habit or instinct was developed by 
the bird getting the fat from the skins 
of sheep that had been slaughtered, but 
this solution is not very satisfactory, 
as there appears nothing to connect 
the fat on the skins of the sheep with 
the live animals. In a note published 
ia the Zoologist, Mr. R. F. Godfrey, 
writing from Melbourne, offers the 
following solution of the mystery, 


which seemed to him to be simple and 


satisfactory, and more rational than 
the sheep skin theory: ‘In the hilly 
districts of the middle island of New 
Zealand there is a great abundance of 
a white moss, or lichen, which exactly 
resembles a lump of white wool, at the 
roots of which are found small white 
fatty substances, supposed by some to 
be seeds of the plant, and by others 
to be a grub or maggot which infests 
it, which is the favorite food of the 
kea. Probably the bird, misled by 
this resemblance, commenced an ex- 
ploration in sheep, and, this proving 
satisfactory, originated the new hab-

The total number of person's in the 
faculty of the University the present 
year is 222. Of this number 61 are pro- 
fessors, 7 junior professors, 11 assistant 
professors, 1 lecturer, 62 instructors, 46 
demonstrators and assistants in instruc- 
tion, 11 non-resident lecturers, and 22 
librarians and other officers of adminis- 
tration or assistants not giving instruc- 
tion. Six of the 222 are absent from col- 
lege pursuing special studies.

v IN TROUBLE, 


Rev. (on R. Pattison, a Former Rést- 
dent, Suffers Heavily From Fire. 
Following are a few extracts from 

the Eustice Lake Region, of Eustilce, 

Florida, in regard to a misfortune which 

recently befell Rev. C. R. Pattison, a 

former well known citizen of Ypsilanti 

and the founder of the Commercial: 

Tuesday afternoon (March 7) at about 
half-past two, the home of Rev. ©. R. 
Pattison, on West Crooked Lake, took 
fire and in a short time the house, with 
its contents, was destroyed. 

The first intimation of the flames was 
the family noticing that the grass and 
dead leaves near the house were afire, 
and on going in the yard found thiat 
at least a third of the roof surface of 
the house was burning fiercely. 

The spread of 'the flames was so rapid 
that the family, consisting of Mr. Patti- 
son, his wife, two daughters and grand- 
son, were unable to save any of the 
household goods or personal wearing 
apparel—leaving the family with only 
such clothing as they were wearing at 
the ‘time. 

Mr. Pattison is certain. that the fire 
did not originate from a defective flue, 
as he had but recently investigated the 
flues, and they were thoroughly cleaned, 
and this is supported by the fact that 


when he first discovered 'the flames they 


were located at least 25 feet from the 
chimney. 

Mr. Pattison was lame from a sand- 
spur he had gotten in his foot, his wife 
was suffering from a sprain she had 
sustained while stepping from her bug- 
gy, while one daughter is almost a crip- 
ple. This left a weak force to combat 
the flames, and with no neighbors at 
hand it was impossible to save any of 
the household effects. 

Mr. Pattison is past seventy and he 
states the disaster leaves him in far 
worse condition than when he was mar- 
ried and started housekeeping forty-five 
years ago. 

There was not a dollar of ‘insurance 
upon either the house or contents, and 
the loss is total. 

The people of Eustis are now gener- 
ously demonstrating their sympathy in 
a substantial manner, for which tthe 


family are most thankful. 


Several houses in ‘the city have been 


offered the family, rent free, and before - 


the week ïs past sufficient household 
effects will be forthcoming to make 
them comfortable. 


In his old age he is experiencing a- 
‘series of marked misfortunes. 


For some 
years past the revenue from his inter- 
ests both in Michigan and Florida has 
hardly been sufficient to meet daily 
needs. Through an old time friend he 
iost many hundred dollars; a daughter 
became a cripple; a short time ago a 
son in Michigan died after a week’s ill- 
ness; the freeze has destroyed all hope 
of an income from his Eustis place, and 
as a finale comes a fire that destroys 
his house and household goods and all 
his personal effects. But his Christian 
faith has never faltered and he is sus- 
tained and comforted by the knowledge 
of the mercy and goodness of God.

Rev. C, R. Pattison, a Former Hest- 
dent, Suffers Heavily From Fire. 
Following are a few extracts from 

the Eustice Lake Region, of Eustilce, 

Florida, in regard to a misfortune which 

recently befell Rev. C. R. Pattison, a 

former well known citizen of Ypsilanti 

and the founder of the Commercial: | 

Tuesday afternoon (March 7) at about 
half-past two, the home of Rev. C. R. 
Pattison, on West Crooked Lake, took 
fire and in a short time the house, with 
its contents, was destroyed. 

The first intimation of the flames was 
the family noticing that the grass and 
dead leaves near the ‘house were afire, 
and on going in the yard found that 
at least a third of 'the roof surface of 
the house was burning fiercely. 

The spread of ‘the flames was so rapid 
that the family, consisting of Mr. Patti- 
son, his wife, two daughters and grand- 
son, were unable ta save any of the 
household goods or personal wearing 
apparel—leaving the family with only 
such clothing as they were wearing at 
the ‘time, 

Mr. Pattison is certain that the fire 
did not originate from a defective flue, 
as he had but recently investigated the 
flues, and they were thoroughly cleaned, 
and this is supported by the fact that 
when he first discovered 'the flames they 
were located at least 25 feet from the 
chimney. 

Mr. Pattison was lame from a sand- 
spur he had gotten in his foot, his wife 
was suffering from a sprain she had 
sustained while stepping from her bug- 
gy, while one daughter is almost a crip- 
ple. This left a weak force to combat 
the flames, and with no neighbors at 
hand it ‘was impossible to save any of 
the household effects. 

Mr. Pattison is past seventy and he 
states the disaster leaves him in far 
worse condition than when he was mar- 
ried and started housekeeping forty-five 
years ago. 

There was not a dollar of insurance 
upon either the house or contents, and 
the loss is total. 

The people of Hustis are now gener- 
ously demonstrating their sympathy in 
a substantial manner, for which the 
family are most thankful. 

Several houses in the city have been 
offered the family, rent free, and before 
the week is past sufficient household 
effects will be forthcoming to make 
them comfortable. 


In his old age he is experiencing a- 
‘series of marked misfortunes. 


For some 
years past the revenue from his inter- 
ests both in Michigan and Florida has 
hardly been sufficient to meet daily 
needs. Through an old time friend he 
lost many hundred dollars; a daughter 
became a cripple; a short time ago a 
son in Michigan died after a week’s ill- 
ness; the freeze has destroyed all hope 
of an income from his Eustis place, and 
as a finale comes a fire that destroys 
his house and household goods and all 
his personal effects. But his Christian 
faith has never faltered and he is sus- 
tained and comforted by the knowledge 
of the mercy and goodness of God.

He spoke of those members of 
Phoenix lodge who have passed to the 
unknaiwn world, and called attention to 
the standards by whitch they and all 
others, both living and dead, should be 
judged. It is not by arbitrary meas- 
ures of wealth or fame that a person 
should be deemed successf.il or a fail- 
ure in life, but by the degree to which 
he is a true Christian and is filled with 
a brotherly regard for his fellows.

J. Sawyer, of Ann Arbor, gave an ad- 
dress on ‘‘The Ancient Wisdom. of ithe 
Brethren.”

RECENT INVENTIONS. 


Electricity is used to fire the powder in 
a new flashlight apparatus, a sparking 
device being operated by pushing a but- 
ton at the end of a grip held in the hand, 
which closes the circuit and sets fire to a 
fuse running to a pile of the powder. 


An Englishman has patented a bicycle 
tire which has a double row of airtight 
tubes overlapping each other inside the 
shoe, with a valve for each tube, the ad- 
vantage being that, in case of puncture 
of the outer tube, the innr takes its place.

To change pool tables into billiard ta- 
bles a New York man has patented an 
auxiliary cushion, which is placed on the 
table inside the pool cushion, closing the 
pockets and forming a continuous bank, 
the attachment being held in place by 
clamps.
